Harwood Huntington, distinguished clergyman, author, lawyer 
and scientist, died yesterday at 11:30 a.m. at his home, 419 South Lor- 
raine Boulevard.

Admission tax receipts for the 
year were $2,683,566, calling for 
tax-paid attendance totaling 134,- 
128,250, which was augmented by 
84,000,000 tax-free admissions, 
making a grand total attendance 
for 1922 of 218,128,269 persons. or 
nearly double the population of 
the United States.

ern California visited and paid ad- 
mission to places of amusement 
152 times during the year. 

Under the new Revenue Act, $4,- 
000,000 persons attended theaters 
charging 10 cents or less without 
paying tax. Taking into considera- 
tion these nontaxable admissions, 
the receipts for 1932 showed an, 
increase of $865,000 over 1931. 

The admission tax collected in| 
this district in 1922 was greater 
than the entire receipts from taxes 
of all kinds in 1915. In that year

In 1918 the admission tax re- 
ceipts were $583,606, which in- 
cluded tax on 10-cent admissions.
